1 (Cuirently amended) A U-head assembly for rapidind secwe attachment to a notched 

base plate of shoring post_a pparatus, said assembly comofising: 

a U-head plate having two inwardly opposing L-j haped extensions that foim.a channel 
£>i:^.nptiiTinr -received in sliding engaffsment p/roendicular to t he shnrhig post to the base 
plate of the shoring apparatus, 
a latch attached to said U-head plate, said iStch having a tongae for engaging the notch in 
the base plate of the shoring post apparaps upon e^farfr-sUding engasemept.of the base 
plate of the shoring apparatus within aSid channel; and 

the latch providing for hand releasaMe attachment and sliding.renioval perpendicular to 
the shoring post o f the U-bead plate ficom the base plate.

2. (Original) The invention in ad&oidance with claim 1 wherein said channel of said U-head 
is formed by first and second extei/ons and said latch is attached to one of said extensions. 


3. (Cujrently amended ) Tlie invention in accordance with claim 2 wherein said extensions 
are L-shaped and inwardly orijosing thereby forming saidra C-shaped_ohannel for capturing the 
base plate of tlie shoring apparatus. 


4, (Cuirently amerfded) The invention in accordance with claim 2 wherein said tongue of 
said latch engages n/ch of the base plate of the shoring EQsLapparatus through a hole in one of 
said extensions. 
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5. (Currently amended) The invention in accordance wiHi clW 4 wherein said U-head plate 
further comprises a first wall and a second wall with a base therebKween, and said extensions 
extend downwardly fiom said base of said U-head plate nppnsitflfthe first an(j ggopyid wall. 

6. (Original) The invention in accordance with claim 1 Aerein said latch further comprises 
a spring for biasing said tongue toward tlie notch of the bas/plate of the shoring apparatus. 


7. (Original) TTie invention in accordance with cla^ 6 wherein said tongue of said latch is 
disengaged from the notch of the base plate of the shcing apparatus by compressing said spring. 


8. (Currently amended) A U-head assembly ffir rapid and secure attaoliment to a notched 

base plate of shoring post apparatus, said assemMy comprising: 

a U-head plate having a firat wall and / second wall extending generally upward.with a 
base therebetween, and first and seciid l^shaped inwardly opposing extensions 
extending downwardly from said base thereby formuig a chaonel a dapted f or slidably 
capturing the base plate of the sirring gost apparatu s m a direction perpendicular to the 
shoring post: 

a latch attached to one of sai/ extensions of said U-head plate, said latch having a tongue 
for engaging the notch of ft base plate through a hole in one of said extensions upon 
c^ture of the base plaXsfffbe shoring apparatus within said channel, 
wherein said latch fuitHer comprises a spring biasing said tongue toward the notch 
of the baseplate ofm shoring EQsLapparatas and compression of said spring disengages 
said tongue from t^ notch of the base plate of the shoring eagtapparatus; and 
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the latch providing for hand releasable attachment and sljdin£.reinoval peipepdiculai^
